one of an higher Degree in the Church, and being invited 
to Preach at St, Warbronghs, where there is generally a wery 
fall Auditory; I was glad of the opportunity of diſcharging 
»my Duty), and ferisfying the People, ani convincing many 
Roman Cathoiicks, who were then preſent to ſpy out our 
Liberty, that we had, and would take the ſame Liberty as 
ever to defend our own Religion, and to ſhew the Falſhood of 
theirs , and I have ſome reaſon to believe, that what I then 
aplirvered had a god rffet oy their Minds , both as to the 
Government, and the Clergy; 

But I muſt fyrther tell theſe Gentlemen, That whatever 
Policy may ſrem to be in being ſilent at this time; it -15 to0 
mean, and hai too much of the World in it. ever to be ex- 
Bed from a Clergy-man, eſpecially it cannot from a Bi- 
ſhop , whiſe very Conſecration obliges him to Preach and 
drive away all Erronious and Falſ: Do@rine, contrary to 
Gods Word, and both ptivately and openly to call upon, 
and incourage, others to the ſame; Such we believe the 
DoRrines of the preſent Charch of Rome to be; and while 
we do ſo, it is not to be expefied that avy Worldly conſide- 
ration ſhould prevail with us to be Silent, our Vous ob- 
lige us to the contrary; and the Charity which we one 
to the Souls of Aden, is a farther tye upon us, to warn them 


of the danger they bring on themſelucs by Iiſtning te ſuch 
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Dofrines, or perſevering in them, though they have embrac'd 


them. 


We are prrſwaded our ſilence in this caſe would prejudice
